Senior armed 
with machete 
feared for life 


Knife attack. Man 

confronted suspect 
who broke through 
bedroom window 


An Edmonton senior who 
used a machete to defend 
himself after a man broke 
into his McCauley home said 
he is convinced his attacker 
wanted him dead. 

“He had a knife and he 
would have killed me. He 
was a veiy strong guy,” said 
Chandar Singh, 68, who con¬ 
fronted the attacker early Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

Singh said he was jolted out 
of bed when he heard someone 
hying to get into his house. 

“Somebody was trying to

break (through) my door, then 
that got me awake and they 
didn’t break my door so they 
broke my window,” he said. 

Singh’s house was the last 
stop in a string of attacks 
around 95 Street and 110 Av¬ 
enue that also left a 46-year- 
old man in life-threatening 
condition. 

Three people have been 
charged with attempted mur¬ 
der in connection with that 
attack. 

Singh said when the man 
broke into his home he was 
taken completely off guard. 

“He jumped inside, the 


same place as my bed, where I 
was sleeping,” he said. 

Singh said he hit the man 
and ran out of the room, but his 
attacker didn’t back off. 

“I hit him and then I ran 
out into the sitting room and 
he came there too,” said Singh. 
“He followed me eveiywhere.” 

Singh grabbed a machete 
from his kitchen and hit the 
attacker. 

He said after that the attack¬ 
er fled, but he is concerned if he 
hadn’t grabbed a weapon of his 
own he would have been killed. 

“He wanted to kill me.” 

He said he was terrified dur¬ 
ing the incident that lasted two 
or three minutes. 

Singh said he is concerned 
about the crime in McCauley 
and would like to see more 
done to make it safer. 

“This neighbourhood is veiy 
dangerous, this place has a lot 
of problems.”

High River 
residents get 
temporary 
housing 

Some flood evacuees from 
the hard-hit southern Alberta 
community of High River are 
getting a change of scene. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment says people who 
have been living in hotels 
and dormitories since last 
month’s flooding can move 
into a temporaiy neighbour¬ 
hood starting Wednesday. 

The site just north of High 
River has trailers, a recrea¬ 
tion centre, laundry facilities 
and three kitchens and has 
been built from scratch. 

It’s intended to provide 
stability for residents while 
they rebuild the homes they 
had to flee on short notice 
June 20 as the Highwood 
River rose dramatically. 

The temporaiy housing 
will also allow them to re¬ 
main near their community. 

Rick Fraser, associate 
minister of regional recovery, 
says the government realizes 
people want to get their 
lives back to as normal as 
possible. 

“I know this new neigh¬ 
bourhood will create a sense 
of community and give fam¬ 
ilies a safe place to call home 
while they get back on their 
feet,” he said in a statement 
released before a tour of the 
neighbourhood Tuesday. 

“They’ll be living close to 
High River, meaning they’ll 
be near family, friends, 
neighbours and school¬ 
mates.” 

The community, known 
as Saddlebroolc, is the first 
temporaiy neighbourhood 
to open and will initially 
house about 100 people. It 
has room for 1,200.

A French lawmaker is de¬ 
fending himself against ac¬ 
cusations that he told a group 
of Gypsies he wished the

Gilles Bourdouleix, a 
member of parliament and 
mayor for the town of Cholet 
near Nantes, had a confronta¬ 
tion with Gypsies on Sunday, 
when he visited a field owned 
by the town where Gypsies 
are illegally living in cara¬ 
vans. He asked them to leave. 

The Courrier de l’Ouest 
newspaper, which had a jour¬ 


nalist at the scene, reported 
that some of the Gypsies 
made Nazi salutes at Bourdou¬ 
leix and that he responded by 
saying: “Maybe Hitler didn’t 
kill enough of them.” On 
Monday, the paper released 
a recording on its website on 
which the lawmaker can be 
heard saying that. 

On Tuesday, Bourdouleix 
told the French television sta¬ 
tion iTELE that he was merely

Dutch judges blocked the 
extradition Tuesday of a 
terror suspect to the United 
States, saying he was tor¬ 
tured in Pakistan after his 
2010 arrest and it is unclear 
whether American author¬ 
ities had any involvement. 

The Hague Court of Ap¬ 
peal ruling was a signifi¬ 
cant victoiy for the man 
identified only as Sabir K. in 
his attempts to avoid being 
sent for trial in America, but 
Dutch authorities can still 


launch a final appeal to the 
countiy’s Supreme Court. 

“He is veiy satisfied that 
the role of the Americans 
is finally being looked at in 
a critical light,” his lawyer 
Andre Seebregts said. “He 
has said from the veiy be¬ 
ginning that the Americans 
were involved.” 

Sabir K., who has Dutch 
and Pakistani nationality, 
was arrested in Pakistan in 
2010 and expelled to the 
Netherlands in 2011. U.S. 
authorities accuse him of 
working with al-Qaida from 
2004 to 2010, and of plot¬ 
ting a suicide attack on an 
American militaiy base in 
Afghanistan.

Shopaholics’ spending

Law. Company may face 
suits for overseas incidents 


Three lawsuits against a Can¬ 
adian mining company over al¬ 
leged shootings and gang rapes 
at a Guatemalan project will be 
allowed to proceed in Canada 
following a ruling that makes it 
possible for firms to face liabil¬ 
ity at home for incidents that 
occur overseas. 

Lawyers for the plaintiffs, 
13 Mayan Guatemalans, said 
the decision is a “wake-up call” 
for Canadian companies about 
their responsibilities at foreign 


mining projects. 

“This step in the case uses 
existing legal rules that have 
not been applied in this way be¬ 
fore,” lawyer Murray Kfippen- 
stein said in an interview. 
“Companies operating abroad, 
need to take a veiy, veiy, serious 
look at the possibility ... that 
shenanigans abroad that they 
thought would never result in 
liability may result in account¬ 
ability in Canadian courts.”

In the mood to splurge. 

Canadians indulged in 
some retail therapy, 
surprising experts and 
boosting expectations 
for economic growth 


Canadian consumers went 
on a shopping spree in May, 
triggering a stunning jump in 


retail sales that will almost cer¬ 
tainly help boost second-quar¬ 
ter economic growth beyond 
expectations. 

The raw numbers surprised 
economists, who had expected 
a modest 0.4 per cent bump. 
Instead, Statistics Canada said 
the retail sector in May boosted 
sales five times that, by 1.9 per 
cent, to $40.4 billion. 

Particularly meaningful for 
gross domestic product growth, 


sales in volume terms also ex¬ 
panded by 1.9 per cent, mean¬ 
ing the increase was not related 
to currency fluctuations. 

“It’s hard to say what hap¬ 
pened. Everything went right, 
it seems,” said Jimmy Jean, an 
economist with Desjardins Cap¬ 
ital Markets. 

“We’re probably seeing a lit¬ 
tle bit of catch-up because since 
2011 sales have been almost

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Drake issues apology, 
promises to erase 
autism lyric from album 


‘A learning lesson’. 

Drake song with rapper 
J. Cole spawned online 
petition in protest 


Toronto rapper Drake has 
apologized and promised to 
erase a controversial refer¬ 
ence to autism from his song 
Jodeci (Freestyle). 

The controversial line in 
question was uttered by North 
Carolina rapper J. Cole. 

In Drake’s song, Cole raps 
that he’s “artistic” while his 
rivals are “autistic, retarded.” 

The lyric spawned an on¬ 
line petition in protest of the 
song and received the support 
of the Anti-Bullying Alliance. 

Cole apologized for the 
lyric on Sunday, writing in his 
blog that he wanted to edu¬ 
cate himself about the condi¬ 
tion and adding that there’s 


“nothing cool about mean- 
spirited comments about 
someone with autism.” 

Drake followed with a blog 
post of his own on Monday. 

“Individuals with autism 
have brilliant and creative 
minds, and their gifts should 
not be disparaged or dis¬ 
counted,” he wrote. “This was 
a learning lesson for both of 
us, and I’m grateful for the op¬ 
portunity to tiy to right this 
wrong. J. Cole and I believe 
that it is the right, respon¬ 
sible, and respectful decision 
to remove the lyric from the 
song.” 

Offensive hip-hop rhymes 
have been in the spotlight in 
recent months. 

In April, Reebolc cut ties 
with rapper Rick Ross after 
he courted controversy with 
a lyric that suggested he sup¬ 
ported date rape, prompting 
Ross to apologize. 

And in May, New Orleans 


J. Cole apologizes 


Rapper J. Cole also apolo¬ 
gizing to those with autism 
and their families for an 
offensive lyric. 


• Cole said in a blog post 
Sunday that he doesn't 
agree with the recent 
trend of pressure rappers 
have faced to apologize 
when they step over a per¬ 
ceived line, but in this case 
he feels he went too far in 
a verse he contributed to 
Drake’s Jodeci Freestyle. 


rap star Lil Wayne lost en¬ 
dorsements from Pepsi for 
using the racially charged 
1955 slaying of youth Emmett 
Till as part of a sexual refer¬ 
ence.

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Countdown to Glasgow 2014 


Commonwealth 
Games. Scotland’s 
largest city gears 
up to host thousands 
of elite athletes 
next summer

In one year, on July 23, for 
the first time, Glasgow, Scot¬ 
land will welcome more than 
6,500 athletes and team of¬ 
ficials to the 2014 Common¬ 
wealth Games. While rival 
city Edinburgh has hosted 
twice, the people of Glasgow 
are excited to put their own 
unique stamp on this elite 
athletic competition, which 
will run until Aug. 3, 2014. 

“From the beginning, 
the Commonwealth Games 
has not just been about the 
sport, but the arts, and the 
community as well,” says 
Kate McCheyne, Public Rela¬ 
tions Manager for the games. 
While the athletes them¬ 
selves won’t descend upon 
the city until July 2014, the 
venues which will be used for 
the events will all have been 
completed, or refurbished, 
a full year before the games, 
allowing the community to 
enjoy the facilities before 
and, most importantly, after 
the games. 

This is a sentiment re¬ 
inforced by John Egan, of 
GlasgowLife, who is respon¬ 
sible for the management of 
the Sir Chris Hoy velodrome, 
where both the cycling and 
badminton events will be 
held. 

“There’s a misconception 
that the velodrome was built 
just for these games,” he said 
of the facility, which opened 
in October, 2012, “But it was 
built for Glaswegians.” Since 
the doors opened, (as of time 
of writing) at least 130,000 
locals have passed through 
the doors to take advantage 
not only of the cycling track, 
but the state of the art gym 
(supplied with Technogym 








m 
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equipment, supplier to the 
Olympics). Sports are an in¬ 
tegral part of the city, with an 
estimated 10,000 jobs in the 
field. 

But it’s not just the resi¬ 
dents of Glasgow who are 
embracing the spirit of the 
games. When the call for vol¬ 
unteers went out, more than 
50,000 applied from across 
the U.K., with only 15,000 to 
be in the final selection. 

Accessibility is also a key 
theme for the games. One 
million tickets will be on 
sale from Aug. 19 to Sept. 16, 
both online and via paper ap¬ 
plication, and can be paid for 
either online, or via cheque 
or postal order, which is veiy 
unusual in today’s electronic 
ticketing world. Tickets will 
be priced as low as $23.73, 
and at half price for children, 
with “babes in arms” (under 


two years) free of charge. 

There is very much a 
youth focus on the games, 
with half of the athletes 
under the age of 25. The 
games mascot, Clyde, was 
chosen out of a contest 
open only to children, and 
out of 4,000 applicants, 
won by a 12 year-old girl 
after rounds of blind judg¬ 
ing. The Glasgow 2014 tar¬ 
tan was designed by Aamir 
Mehmood, an arts student 
who beat out thousands 
of entries from more than 
300 schools, and the digital 
media game has proven a 
hit with young fans. And 
for the first time, the volun¬ 
teer age has been dropped 
to 16. 

The Games has learned 
many valuable lessons from 
their Olympic counterparts, 
and many team members 


from the Glasgow Common¬ 
wealth Games shadowed 
their counterparts in London 
to learn. One of the main 
complaints about the London 
Olympics (my own person¬ 
ally, being over there at the 
time) was that tickets were 
not readily available, many 
of them having been given to 
corporate sponsors. 

This frustration was com¬ 
pounded by the fact that 
sponsors did not utilize the 
tickets, and scalping or resell¬ 
ing of tickets was heavily en¬ 
forced, leaving many empty 
seats in venues. In Glasgow, 
70 per cent of tickets for each 
event are guaranteed to go to 
the public. 

Unlike the Olympics and 
its Torch Run, which includes 
many torches, the Queen’s 
Baton Relay of the Common¬ 
wealth Games is just one

baton, which will have a mes¬ 
sage inserted in it, to the ath¬ 
letes, from the Queen. The 
baton is run person to person 
across all Commonwealth 
nations, including a jaunt in 
Canada scheduled for April 
26 (cities to be announced).

“You’re in Scotland now — 
you can just call it whisky.” 
Bartenders in Scotland are a 
patient lot when it comes to 
mixing Scotch whisky with 
tourists. And with 40 bottles 
of it sold worldwide every 
second, this is big business 
on a global scale. While the 
ingredients are simple — 
malt barley, water and yeast 
— the distilling process is an 
artform. 

Whisky is aged in oak 
casks, obtained from bour¬ 
bon distilleries in the U.S. 
(where it’s required by law to 
only use a cask once) or from 
Spanish sheriy-makers. This 
lends the whisky the flavours 
of the cask’s previous oc¬ 


cupant. Whiskies are either 
blended or single malts, pro¬ 
duced in six Scottish regions, 
each with its own signature 
traits. To qualify as a single 
malt, whisky must be 1) made 
in Scotland, 2) bottled in Scot¬ 
land, and 3) aged at least 
three years. The age on the 
whisky label always refers to 
the youngest whisky in the 
blend. 


Whisky regions 

Speyside: Home to the 
Malt Whisky Trail, this is 
the northern region on the 
banks of the River Spey be¬ 
tween Inverness and Aber¬ 
deen, where more than 
half of Scotland’s distil¬ 
leries are found. Though 
hard to categorize because 
there are so many to choose 
from, these whiskies have 
a stronger character, with 
slightly smoky toffee and 
floral notes. The concen¬ 
tration of distilleries here 
dates back to a time when 
whisky was illegal, and the 
moonshiners needed seclu¬ 
sion amongst the rolling 
hills and winding roads. It’s

Whisky cocktail 

While purists may shud¬ 
der, whisky is turning up 
on smart cocktail menus 
around the world.

“Finding work-life balance is

“What do we see most of 
when life is out of balance or 
we’ve been pushing ourselves 
for too long? More headaches, 
indigestion, muscle aches and 
sleep problems.” 

Though it’s possible to 
keep this pace up for a bit, 
eventually things start to 
catch up. These problems be¬ 
come more chronic and start 
to take their toll on our sys¬ 
tems in the form of diabetes, 
obesity and depression.

Be 
aware that talking with your 
employer about their well¬ 
ness policies is just one step of 
the process, though. You still 
need to be making sure that 
you’re eating properly, getting 
enough rest and being active 
to keep your body and mind 
healthy. 

Vacation deprivation and 
new grads 

Vacation deprivation is when 


you’re not using all of your 
vacation time or when you 
feel as though you don’t have 
enough time off. According 
to the study, vacation dep¬ 
rivation rates were highest in 
young Canadian workers. 

Beuermann-King believes 
the younger generation is 
feeling it the most because 
we’re new to the workforce 
and haven’t accumulated veiy 
much time off yet. We also 
have a very different view of 
the workplace than older gen¬ 
erations.

The word conference sounded 
nerve-wracking, intimidating 
and “too professional” to me as 
a fresh university student. 

In second year, I received 
a Faceboolc event invitation 
from a student group hosting 
a conference at our school. My 
first thoughts were about busi¬ 
ness suits, business cards and 
business etiquette — no place 
for a second year communica¬ 
tions and writing student like 
myself. The conference tagline 
emphasized entrepreneurship, 
business and technology. None 
of my friends wanted to go, so 
I decided to let the opportunity 
pass. A few days later, I opened 
an email in my inbox that 
mentioned free tickets to the 
conference. I emailed back, not 
knowing the new doors that 
would soon open. 

Luckily, I knew a few of 
the conference committee 
members, who introduced 
me to other people.

Networking 

The important thing is to ask 
questions.

Over the past 
couple of years, I have learned 
to maintain contacts with a 
small number of people (as 
they say, “quality over quan¬ 
tity”). It never hurts to start up 
a conversation with the speak¬ 
ers, employees or other confer¬ 
ence delegates. Eveiybody 
attended for a reason and you 
never know who can help you. 
The key is strategic network¬ 
ing and singling out which 
companies and resources will 
be most beneficial. 

Company showcases 

Company showcases offer 
students with more oppor¬ 
tunities to network. Start-ups, 
non-profit organizations and 
large businesses that attend 
these events are looking to hire 
students. If not, they wouldn’t 
be there. I learned about new 
opportunities in marketing 
and design. I also learned about 
creative recruitment agencies, 
something I didn’t even know 
existed before. 

Making valuable connections 

Keep business cards and 
contact information on you. If 
you don’t have a business card, 
make a simple one with your 
name, program and expected 
degree.

top of garlic head. Set garlic, cut 
side up, on large square of foil. 
Drizzle with the olive oil, then 
wrap foil up and over the garlic 
to form a loose packet. 

3. Set garlic over cooler side of 
the grill and cook 40 minutes, 
or until the cloves are golden- 
brown and soft. Remove from 
the grill and let cool. To remove 
the cloves, simply squeeze the 
entire head (or each clove) and 
the cloves should pop out of 
their skins. Set aside until ready 
to make garlic mayo. 

Sandwiches 

1. Prepare and heat a gas or 
charcoal grill for high heat, dir¬ 
ect grilling. 

2. Place red and yellow bell 
peppers on grill grate and cook, 
turning frequently, until skin 
is charred all over, about 5 
minutes per side. Use tongs to 
remove peppers from grill and 
place in a large bowl. Cover the 
bowl tightly with plastic wrap. 
Set aside for 30 minutes. After 
30 minutes, the skins should 
slip easily off the peppers. Slice 
them open, remove the seeds, 
then cut into large strips. 


3. In bowl, mix vinegar, olive 
oil, rosemary and a bit each of 
salt and pepper. Add pepper 
strips, turning to coat, and set 
aside to marinate for at least 30 
minutes. 

4. When ready to grill, return 
the grill to high heat. 

5. Set the mushrooms and zuc¬ 
chini in a large bowl. Pour the 
marinade off the peppers and 
onto the zucchini and mush¬ 
rooms, tossing them lightly to 
coat well. 

6. Grill the mushrooms, gill 
side up, for 8 to 10 minutes, 
then flip and grill for another 
minute, or until completely 
tender. Grill the zucchini slices 
for 3 minutes per side. 

7. Split rolls in half. Brush the 
cut sides lightly with oil. Place 
cut side down on grill for 2 to 3 
minutes, or until golden brown. 

8 . Meanwhile, in a small bowl, 
mix together the garlic and 
mayonnaise until smooth. 
When the rolls are toasted, 
assemble the sandwiches by 
spreading both sides with garlic 


mayonnaise, then layering on 
the mushrooms, zucchini, pep¬ 
pers, basil leaves and cheese. 
Season with salt and pepper,

Emile Griffith 


Former world 
champ dead at 75 

Emile Griffith, the elegant 
world champion whose ca¬ 
reer was overshadowed by 
the fatal beating he gave 
Bennie Paret in a 1962 title 
bout that darkened all of 
boxing, died Tuesday. He 
was 75. 

Griffith struggled with 
pugilistic dementia and 
required full-time care 
late in life. He was the 
first boxer from the U.S. 
Virgin Islands to become 
world champion and was 
inducted into the Hall of 
Fame in 1990.

Over the 
years, Griffith described 
himself at various times as 
straight, gay and bisexual.

Skip Schumalcer of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers said Braun let 
him down. 

“Watching him talk right 
now makes me sick,” Schu- 
malcer said. “I have an auto¬ 
graphed Braun jersey in my 
baseball room that I’ll be tak¬ 
ing down. I don’t want my son 
identifying what I’ve worked so 
hard to get to and work so hard 
to have — I don’t want him 
comparing Braun to me.”

Review. Part Jeep, part 
Dodge, all family

It may seem like a stretch, par¬ 
don the pun, but if you’re look¬ 
ing for more passenger room 
than a Jeep Grand Cherokee, 
you’ll be looking for a Dodge. 

The related Dodge Du¬ 
rango for 2014 actually uses 
the Jeep Grand Cherokee’s 
bones, but finds room to fit 
up to seven passengers versus 
the Jeep’s five. We told you it 
was a stretch. Actually, it’s a 
rubber-band-like 13-centimetre 
stretch between the front 
and rear wheels with 25 extra 
centimetres added between the 
front and rear bumpers. That’s 
enough to squeeze in three 
rows of seats with space left 


over to tote a decent amount 
of groceries, sports equipment, 
luggage or what-have-you. 

The long-serving Durango 
was introduced for the 1998 
model year as a truck-based 
sport-utility vehicle with body- 
on-frame construction, but the 
vehicle switched to a unitized 
(frameless) design for 2011. 
At that point, Durango sales 
ballooned as buyers began to 
embrace the vehicle for its 
exemplaiy cargo and passen¬ 
ger-toting capabilities. The 
2014 edition that arrives this 
fall is more of an update than a 
full-on makeover. 

In back, there are new tail 
light pods containing light- 
emitting diode (LED) running 
lights along with Dodge’s sig¬ 
nature “racetrack” tail light 
system at the rear where an 
additional 192 LEDs fire up in 
milliseconds to keep inatten¬ 
tive tailgaters at bay. 


Inside, there’s a new three- 
spolce steering wheel and the 
instrument cluster has been 
reworked to accommodate the 
standard five-inch touch-screen 
info centre. Among the new 
options, second-row high-back 
bucket seats with an available 
full centre console can be or¬ 
dered on all trim levels. 

The Durango’s engine 
compartment is familiar, with 
both the base 290-horsepower 
3.6-litre V6 and the optional 
360-horsepower 5.7-litre 
“Hemi” V8 returning for duty. 

All-wheel-drive remains 
standard, but the drive sys¬ 
tem you get depends on en¬ 
gine choice. The V6 uses a 
permanently engaged system 
that automatically varies the 
torque between the front and 
rear wheels, depending on 
where it’s needed. The AWD 
V8 comes with a part-time unit 
with a two-speed transfer case

Mark Hogan, a former Gen¬ 
eral Motors Co. executive 
tapped to join the Toyota 
board as a director, sees his 
appointment as a sign of 
change at the Japanese auto¬ 
maker and hopes he’ll play a 
role in the company becom¬ 
ing less insular and quicker 
in decision making. 

Hogan’s appointment, 
announced in March and ap¬ 
proved by shareholders last 
month, is the first time in 
Toyota’s 76-year histoiy that 
it has appointed a director 
from outside the company.

As people become increas¬ 
ingly connected through 
their smartphones, auto¬ 
makers are working to en¬ 
sure that their vehicles are 
part of the process. 

While Bluetooth phone 
pairing is now commonplace 
in cars, and some vehicles 


can access information and 
applications from drivers’ 
smartphones, there will be 
much more integration in 
the future, according to Tim 
Reuss, president and CEO of 
Mercedes-Benz Canada. 

“People don’t want their 
virtual fives interrupted when 
they’re in a car,” Reuss says. 
“They expect the seamless ex¬ 
perience in the car that they 
get from their device. But as 
we figure this out, it all has to 
be safe, so you’re not driving 
down a German autobahn at 
240 km/h while updating your 
Faceboolc.” 

The automaker is work¬ 
ing with BlackBeny and other 
companies to develop con¬ 
nectivity technologies, which 
could include wireless systems

built into the car, or applica¬ 
tions that the car accesses 
through the owner’s phone 
network. The greatest chal¬ 
lenge is development time. An 
entirely new or redesigned car 
model can take as long as seven 
years to engineer and develop 
from start to finish, while new 
connectivity software could be 
ready in just months. 

In effect, carmakers have 
to plan their vehicle designs 
to accommodate technolo¬ 
gies that haven’t yet been 
developed, because current 


software and devices could 
be outdated or even obsolete 
by the time the car is ready 
for the showroom. “We need 
interaction with companies 
like BlackBeny and others to 
figure this out as we go for¬ 
ward,” Reuss says. “There are 
ways to do it, and not every¬ 
thing needs to be in the car. 
We need the interface.” 

In the future, the auto¬ 
maker might be able to 
contact the car through the 
system if the customer author¬ 
ized it, performing such wire-

by the day. In the future, cars such as Mercedes-Benz could update their

less functions as updating the 
navigation map, advising that 
maintenance is due, or warn¬ 
ing if the kilometres are get¬ 
ting high on a leased vehicle 
and a new plan should be ne¬ 
gotiated. 

Beyond that, cars could

“It isn’t 
just a one-way street,” Reuss 
says. “It won’t happen today, 
but imagine the vision down 
the road where these fea¬ 
tures could happen with the 
connectivity.”

Autopilot. Nissan's 
Delta Wing exits early 
but wins more fans at 
Canadian racing debut

If you’ve ever wondered, 
like I have, what the world’s 
most interesting man might 
drive if he raced cars, then 
wonder no more. The an¬ 
swer is Nissan’s DeltaWing, 
the world’s most interest¬ 
ing racing car. 

DeltaWing made its Can¬ 
adian racing debut at last 
weekend’s ALMS series stop 
at Mosport (now officially 
called Canadian Tire Motor- 
sport Park). As predicted, 
it immediately became the 
crowd favourite, from when 
it first showed up at prac¬ 
tice Thursday morning to 
when it retired early, on lap 
15, during Sunday’s race. 

The early retirement, 
due to low engine oil pres¬ 
sure, was a shame, because 
the first of its co-drivers, 
Andy Meyriclc, had DeltaW¬ 
ing running second at the 
time and looking really 
good for a strong finish, 
something that’s been hard 
to come by this season for 
DeltaWing. 

Of course, DeltaWing 
gets its notoriety from be¬ 
ing “not like the others.” 

DeltaWing looks like 
a rocket laid sideways — 
small front, big rear. Most 
racecars look like they’re 
ready to eat corners. The 
DeltaWing looks like it 
would rather not turn, 
thank you. It looks the way 
it does because of its unique 
mission — to win endur¬ 
ance races by using half the 



fuel and half the tire ma¬ 
terial of a “regular” LMP1 
class Le Mans racer. 

DeltaWing’s engineers 
believe this is possible be¬ 
cause they’ve designed the 
car to have half the aero¬ 
dynamic drag and half the 
weight of a current LMP1 or 
LMP2 racer (1,000 pounds 
versus 2,000 pounds). This 
means DeltaWing can do its 
racing thing with a smallish 
engine. 

For this year’s Amer¬ 
ican Le Mans Series (ALMS) 
campaign, it’s fitted with a 
turbo-charged four-cylinder 
1.9-litre engine producing 
about 350 horsepower. By 
way of contrast, the overall 
winner of Sunday’s race, 
the Muscle Milk Pickett Ra¬ 
cing ARX-03, is powered by 
a Honda Racing 3.4-litre V8, 
making close to 600 horse¬ 
power. 

Pre-practice on Thurs¬ 
day, I asked Andy Meyriclc if 
he ever got used to the sight 
of the DeltaWing, or does it 
still freak him out? 

“It’s become normal 
now, I love it,” says Meyriclc. 



“(Co-driver) Katherine (Leg- 
ge) and I call it our little 
baby.” 

You’d think those 
closely-spaced front tires 
aren’t going to give you 
much cornering bite, but 
you’d be wrong. Meyriclc 
says it’s actually a pleasure 
to drive, mostly because it’s 
so light. 

“It changes direction eas¬ 


ily, and you don’t get the 
huge weight distribution 
and subsequent pitch in the 
car. So (you) just have to get 
used to how it feels. Very 
nimble. And with low drag 
we keep accelerating all 
the way down the straight¬ 
away.” 

Racing DeltaWing is 
certainly challenging in 
one regard — it’s still a 


work in progress, and in 
need of constant develop¬ 
ment. But Meyriclc says the 
team enjoys the challenge 
and believes the process 
ultimately makes the team 
and the car stronger. It looks 
different, but Meryriclc 
notes that many of history’s 
greatest racecars have also 
challenged conventional 
views — it’s what they do. 


“DeltaWing really chal¬ 
lenges the way we go ra¬ 
cing,” says Meyriclc. 

So while DeltaWing 
may now challenge our 
conception of a go-fast 
car, who knows how “nor¬ 
mal” it might become in 
the future. Notes Meyriclc: 
“The numbers speak for 
themselves and the fans 
love it.”

Bart Tragesser remembers 
a time not long ago when a 
driveway decision was as easy 
as black and white: asphalt or 
concrete? What’s your pleas¬ 
ure? These two surface staples 
still rule new driveway con¬ 
struction. But creative com¬ 
petition among installers has 
transformed a mundane route 
from the street to the garage 
into a personalized and beauti¬ 
ful gateway to the home. 

“The driveway is becoming 
more of a show piece,” said 
Tragesser, owner of Universal 
Services, driveway installation 
experts in northern Indiana. 
“The driveway is the first thing 
you see, so you want it to look 
nice. It’s a first impression of 
your home and property.” And 
Tragesser is quick to point out 
that today’s driveway isn’t your 
daddy’s driveway. 

Pavers bricks, decorative 
stamping, colour treatments, 
and even eco-friendly perme¬ 
able surfaces are all part of 
today’s surfacing and construc¬ 
tion catalogue. Rounded cor¬ 
ners, colourful edges, raised 
borders and broom finishes are 
other decorative touches that 
are becoming popular in mod¬ 
em driveway replacement or 
new construction. 

Esthetic options increase 
eveiy year, but Tragesser said 
a few old-school mles remain 
unchanged for driveway lon¬ 
gevity and reliability. Without 


good drainage, quality fill and 
well-compacted soil under¬ 
neath — and proper reinforce¬ 
ment within the surface above 
— a driveway will die a quick 
and flaky death. “And nothing 
looks worse than to have a few 
sections of the driveway that 
are settled or raised or falling 
apart,” said Tragesser, pointing 
out that a new driveway should 
last at least 20 years with little 
or no deterioration. 

Cost considerations are ob¬ 
viously critical in any driveway 
decision; the fancier the look, 
the bigger the bill. 

So let’s look at the pros, 
cons and prices of some popu¬ 
lar paving options. Of course, 
costs vaiy by region or countiy 
and are influenced according 
to market prices for petroleum 
and other surface ingredients. 

ASPHALT 

Still the standard of driveway 
construction, its 20-year life¬ 
span, lower cost and climate 
tolerance keep traditional 
asphalt the most popular sur¬ 
facing choice for replacement 
and new construction. 

Cost: About $4 to $6 per 
square foot. 

Maintenance: 

Resealing every two or three 
years. 

Pros: Inexpensive; holds up 
well to freezing and thawing; 
easy to maintain; melts snow 
quickly. 

Cons: Absorbs and radiates 
heat; softens in high temper¬ 
atures; surface oils can stick to 
the soles of shoes. 

CONCRETE 

Cleaner than asphalt, concrete 
is the preferred surface for 
new-home construction. 

Cracks will inevitably occur, 
but expect at least 25 good 
years from a concrete drive¬ 
way. 

Cost: About $6 to $9 per sq. 
foot, 

Maintenance: Resealing eveiy 
three to five years. 


Pros: Minimal maintenance; 
durable surface for heavy 
vehicles; easy to clear snow 
from. 

Cons: Vulnerable to cracking 
and chipping; stains and pits 
easily; becomes slippeiy in 
snow. 

STAMPED ASPHALT 

Growing in popularity, this 
process adds patterns and 
colours to the asphalt for 
decorative purposes, without 
compromising the quality 
and durability of the surface. 
Cost: About $5 to $8 per 
square foot. 

Maintenance: Resealing 
eveiy two to three years; re¬ 
colouring eveiy five to seven 
years. 


Pros: Can be coloured any¬ 
time and resealed for a “new 
driveway” look; holds up well 
to climate changes. 

Cons: Becomes gooey in 
intense heat; loses its beauty 
without regular colouring. 

STAMPED CONCRETE 

A preferred option for patios, 
this style is also gaining popu¬ 
larity for driveways. Concrete 


is poured conventionally, 
then stamped and coloured 
to create the look of brick or 
stone. 

Cost: About $10 to $14 per 
square foot. 

Maintenance: Periodic re¬ 
sealing eveiy 3-5 years. 

Pros: Low maintenance; long 
life span; esthetically pleas¬ 
ing; many style and colour 
options. 

Cons: Vulnerable to settling 
and cracking; slippeiy when 
wet; higher cost than most 
other surfacing styles. 

AGGREGATE CONCRETE 

Laid in a similar way to trad¬ 
itional concrete, the smooth 
top is then washed away to 
leave a decorative, colourful 


and rough finish that helps 
to hide chips, yet is smooth 
enough to clear snow from. 
Cost: About $8 to $10 per 
square foot. 

Maintenance: Periodic 
resealing eveiy three to five 
years, or as needed. 

Pros: Rough surface provides 
traction in ice and snow; 
can easily be coloured for 
improved appearance. 


Cons: Like all concrete drive¬ 
ways, vulnerable to chipping, 
cracking and settling. 

TRADITIONAL PAVERS 

Combining the classic look 
of brick or cobblestone with 
lifetime wear, pavers are the 
luxurious choice for driveway 
construction. Almost any 
colour or pattern is available 
in this personalized style. 
Cost: About $12 to $20 per 
square foot. 

Maintenance: Weed control 
between the cracks of the 
concrete and pavers. 

Pros: Regal look; easily 
repaired; more presentation 
choices than other surface 
options. 

Cons: High cost; bricks often 
shift and settle over time; 


rough texture can make snow 
removal difficult. 

PERMEABLE PAVERS 

The newest of the construc¬ 
tion methods, this style 
allows water to pass between 
the stones and into the 
ground to control runoff. 
Some systems include buried 
tanks to collect the rainwater 
and feed irrigation systems. 
Cost: $12 to $20 per square 
foot. 

Maintenance: Aggressive 
weed control 
Pros: Eco-friendly with re¬ 
cycled ingredients and runoff 
control; sophisticated look. 
Cons: Gaps used to control 
runoff encourage weed 
growth; level surface is com¬ 
promised over time.
